regulating safe and sanitary building 
construction. 


Oil the night of May 2 last there 


•was not the slightest evidence that 
the Aveline house was In any more 
danger of flre than any other num- 
ber of buildings of similar construc- 
tion in the city. Or. if so, that It 
would not resist the flames a sufficient 
length of time to permit the occu- 
pants to escape in safety, but subse- 
quent details clearly revealed the 
fact that it was utterly impossible 
under the conditions that prevailed. 


To the casual observer the vicinity 


of Canal, Erie and Shick streets and 
the Nickel Plate railroad, where the 
typhoid 
fever 
epidemic prevailed, 


would appear to-be about as salu- 
brious and healthy as most any part 
of the city, but investigation proved 
quite the contrary. 
Therefore, it is 


very plain there is not only a great 
need, but the very strongest of rea 
sons for a safe, sane and sanitar> 
building ordinance in this city. And 
there never has been any good reason 
to doubt the efficiency of laws having 
for their object public health and 
safety. They may not be good laws 
or wise ones, nor the best that mlgh 
be devised, but lu their very incep 
tlon they typify the care of the stafr 
for the general welfare, and they exer- 
cise In public life the watchfulness 
which parents show for their chil- 
dren. Such is tho reason for all such 
laws, their use and utility.

American board of aldermen in New 
York .city.

state commerce commission.for 190.. 
railroad depression during the yea 
Just closed was much exaggerated. It 
is stated by the report that the- tem- 
porary financial depression from which 
the country is now emerging did 
diminish railway revenues considera- 
bly below the high point reached in 
1907, which stands as the banner year 
in the history of American railroads 
and that in some instances the de- 
pression forced railway receiverships. 
In view, however, of the widely' cir- 
culated reports that the loss Inflicted 
upon the railroads was so severe as 
to warrant universal advances in rates 
or reduction In wages, or both, it Is 
interesting to note that the gross 
earnings of all railroads for 1908, al- 
though $164,464,941 less than the gross 
earnings of 1907, were $98,875,470 in 
excess of the gross earnings for 1906 
and $342,15i>,231 in excess of those for 
1905, and that the net earnings for 
1908, although $111,051,006 less than 
for 1907 and $59,349,138 less than for 
1906, were $37,658,504 In excess of 
those for 1905. These-flgnres Indicate 
that whatever may have been the fact 
in individual cases, the railroads o£ 
the country, as a whole,' did not suffer 
so severely in comparison -with years 
of normal traffic and. business condi- 
tions as may have generally been sup- 
posed.

Health or building laws are seldom 


or ever brought forth in response to 
partisan clamor, or in the Interest of 
any man or class, at least they should 
not be, If they are to have full force 
and 
effect. 
A practical, common- 


sense building law, that reasonably 
applies to the local conditions Is not 
devised to hamper the architect, or 
harass the builder. It Is not meant to 
create hardships, nor interpose ob- 
stacles, but on the contrary to fur- 
| ther the production of good work and 
honest construction. Its object Is not 
to add to the cost of buildings, limit 
their artistic qualities, or retard the 
'development of architecture. 
But it 


will, at least it should have the bene- 
ficent effect of suppressing the Jerry 
or skin builder and the still more 
costly and dangerous botch plumber. 
And the further effect of awakening 
the ambition of the honest builder, 
elevate the alms of the represents 
Jives of the various branches of the 
building trades, give more and greater 
security to the owner and a much 
needed preference to real skill and 
workmanship. 


There is a large class in the build- 


ing trades who in seeking "their own 
gain are utterly indifferent as to the 
effects of their operations upon others. 
And the history of building abounds 
with proof that the class who seek 
their own agrandlzment totally ob- 
livious of the necessities arid just 
claims of others have no't all been ex- 


j tinguished. 


It may be fairly guessed what class 


of buildings -would at the present time 
prevail in the down-town district did 
the flre limit clauses not interpose an 
objection to their construction for the 
last two decades or more. In the mul- 
titude of elements that comprise the 
modern city there, will always be 
found men who would • follow what 
they conceive to be their own good or 
convenience, no matter how harmful 
it might be to the general public. It 
may perhaps be human nature to do 
so, but human nature, sometimes a 
delightful study for the philosopher, 
is quite as often a most perplexing 
and awkward problem to the legisla- 
tor. No laws or ordinances can make 
men skillful, honest, unselfish or con- 
siderate, but they will, under proper 
administration, reduce to a minimum 
the injuries that the unskillful, dis- 
honest, selfish and inconsiderate are 
almost sure to inflict without due re- 
straint. 


The building and sanitary ordi- 


nance now before the council may not 
always give good buildings or safe 
ones and it may not be all that it 
should- be, but. it will diminish the 
number of -unsafe and unsanitary 
structures, and to this extent it will 
make life safer and the public health 
more secure, and for these good and 
sufficient reasons it should be put into 
effect To bring the lines of the poet 
of a quarter of a century ago up to 
date: 
"Make the modern bulders work as 


well 


On both the unseen and the seen. 


Build the house where gods may 


dwell. 


Beautiful, safe, entire and clean."

ence, example patches of tho growlns crops of corn, potatoes, turnips, onions, celery and peppermint on the 
prairie, and on the upland patches of wheat, oats, rye, barley, timothy anl clover. He will display also one ex- 
ample of a crop growing by Irrigation, with due notice"to tho children in the public press of the days of wat6r 
flooding. All live by the soil and it will be both pleasure and prolit to all to study the crop growing process. 


Also for the children 1 am providing an abundant supply of fish of the kind they can catch, blue gills. It 


requires a skillful sportsman to catch bass, and 1 am going out of bass; I took no bass at all from the govern- 
ment car last season, all blue gills, of which there are, apparently, a quarter million young ones now In the 
lakes. I expect tho children ot Fort Wayne and other towns tributary will catch every season ten thousand 
blue gills, a low estimate, and five cent baskets will be provided for them, with a layer of wet moss above and 
below, to carry home tho fish alive.

, Far seeing people. President Roosevelt, Mr. Carnegie and the statisticians are greatly 
alarmed at the 


rapid disappearance of tho coal supply of the United States, 200 or 250 years at the most the limit of time they 
all agree upon to exhaust our coal supply at tho present rato of consumption. Looking backward it seems but 
a short time to the days ot Shakespeare and Queen Elizabeth, but looking forward a still shorter period will 


, ' pass to the day when all our coal supply is used up. 


There will be of course Improvments in the methods of burning coal, to use less of it, but this saving 


will be more than counterbalanced by the naturally Increasing use ot it. The present method of coal burning 
Is wasteful In the method of feeding, putting cold coal on top of hot coal, a. method that Is very foolish, tho 
two temperatures being so wide apurt, the fresh coal 40 degrees or less and the burning, glowing coal 2 000 
degrees or more. Until the two temperatures equalize previous rapid combustion is checked, and smoke ' re- 
•ults. Just whan tho glowing hot coal Is at Its best point of combustion, the cold fuel is piled on top, a very 
'efficient damper. It is an absolutely silly practice, throwing cold black coal on top ot hot incandescent. Tho 
Jroper way to feed a lire is to push up tho fresh fuel from below. Power is required for this method, but the 
Expense o£ a small engine to do the work Is not one-sixth ot tho saving that results, this power forclpg up at 
<he same time, to the minutest point of regulation, the. exact quantity ot air needed for a perfect combustion
